AWARENESS CHECK

On Wednesday, activists around the globe commemorate 
World AIDS Day, which the World Health Organization 
created in 1988. The World AIDS Campaign organizes the 
international observance, which draws attention to the 
disease’s continued toll and honors those affected by 
HIV/AIDS. 

Though the disease has high visibility in Africa, some fear 
there is increasing complacency about HIV/AIDS in the U.S. 

A CDC study released in September tested men who 
have sex with men and found that more than half of those 
infected in Chicago did not know they had HIV. In the 
national study, younger men— those 18 to 29 years old— and 
minority men were found to be more likely to not know they 
had the disease. Here are more recent headlines, events and 
statistics related to HIV/AIDS. 



A study published Nov. 23 In the New England 
Journal of Medicine showed that a once-dally 
pill might be able to prevent HIV Infection. The 
pill, Truvada, combines two retroviral drugs. 
Consistent use of the medication resulted In a 
more than 70 percent decrease In Infection rates. 
The study tested about 2,500 gay men and trans- 
gender women who have sex with men. The find- 
ings represent the best hope In years for stopping 
the spread of the virus, which the World Health 
Organization calls a pandemic. 


1.2 million — 

About 1.2 million people In the U.S. have HIV, 
according to UNAIDS. 54,000 new adults and 
children were Infected with the disease In 
2009, a UNAIDS report showed; there were 
17,000 AIDS-related deaths last year. 
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It takes about (2y to eight weeks to develop 
enough antibodies to test positive after Infection 
with HIV, according to the CDC.

YEAR-ROUND HELP 

Though World AIDS Day comes once a year, the 
city offers plenty of year-round resources for 
those who’d like to get tested for HIV or for those 
who are already affected by the disease. The fol- 
lowing are some of the locations and organiza- 
tions available to Chicagoans, redeye 
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Research has shown that HIV/ 
AIDS disproportionately af- 
fects the African-American 
community in the U.S., ac- 
cording to the CDC; the group 
accounts for half of new infec- 
tions. African-Americans also 
are more likely to die from HIV/ 
AIDS, according to the City 
of Chicago’s Department of 
Public Health.

SPRINGFIELD Illinois took a major step Tues- 
day night toward allowing civil unions for 
same-sex couples. 

As onlookers broke out into cheers, the 
House for the first time approved civil unions, 
with one vote to spare. Supporters expect the 
Senate to follow suit Wednesday, and Demo- 
cratic Gov Quinn campaigned this faU on a 
pledge to sign it into law 

“We have a chance here, as leaders have had 
in previous generations, to correct injustice 
and to move us down the path toward liberty,” 
said sponsoring Rep. Greg Harris (D -Chi- 
cago) one of two openly gay lawmakers, his 
voice breaking with emotion. “It’s a matter of 
fairness, it’s a matter of respect, it’s a matter 
of equality” 

Opponents charged that civil unions are 
a “slippery slope” that will erode traditional 
family values. 

‘Are you ready for gay marriage?” 
asked Rep. David Reis (R-Willow Hill), who 
raised his voice putting that question to col- 
leagues. 

Under the proposal, same-sex couples would 
enjoy several rights married couples currently 
have, such as making end-of-life decisions.

Google is close to an agreement to acquire 
Chicago-based daily coupon company Grou- 
pon for about $6 billion, according to two 
people with knowledge of the negotiations. 

The deal may be clinched as early as this 
week, said the people, who declined to be 
identified because the talks haven’t been 
made public. The purchase price would in- 
clude payments to Groupon executives if the 
acquisition meets certain performance tar- 
gets, one of the people said. 

Google would use the purchase to benefit 
from surging demand for coupons, sent via 
the Web, that offer discounts on everything 
from dinner cruises to dental exams. 

A final agreement hasn’t been reached and 
talks could still break down, one of the people 
said. Aaron Zamost, a spokesman for Google, 
declined to comment. Julie Mossier, a spokes- 
woman for Groupon, didn’t immediately re- 
spond to requests for comment. 

Groupon, founded two years ago, sends 
daily messages to users in 300 markets, offer- 
ing discounts on products and services. Grou- 
pon keeps a 50 percent cut of every deal sold, 
while businesses benefit from a rise in new 
customers. Deals, known as groupons, acti- 
vate when a certain number are sold, encour- 
aging users to recommend offers to friends. 

Since May, Groupon has doubled the 
number of markets it serves. Sales may top 
$500 million this year, two people familiar 
with the matter have said. Groupon would 
reach that milestone faster than Google and 
amazon.com did.

Jade Hannah loved to dance and was so 
loud, you always knew if she was around. 

Her younger sister, Joi Cochran, was qui- 
eter, a girlish princess who loved to dress up 
and have her hair done. 

Their mother, Stacy Cochran-Hill, was a 
fun-loving woman who would “roller-skate 
her butt off” 

All three were found stabbed to death 
late Monday in their Morgan Park apart- 
ment on the South Side. 

“That’s it, my babies are gone,” Sharon 
Ramey, Cochran-Hill’s mother and the girl’s 
grandmother, said a few hours after learning 
of their violent deaths. “Right now I’m just 
in limbo.” 


Family and friends who gathered at Ra- 
mey’s Roseland home Tuesday were baffled 
and saddened by the loss of Cochran-Hill, 
43, Jade, 17, and Joi, ii. Photos of all three 
victims — smiling at the camera— lined the 
wood-paneled walls. 

Police were questioning a “person of in- 
terest” in the slayings, sources said. Police 
told Ramey it did not appear anyone broke 
into the home. 

Officers were called to the large court- 
yard building in the moo block of South 
Bell Avenue about 10:30 p.m. Monday and 
found the three repeatedly stabbed, police 
said. They all were pronounced dead at the 
scene. 

Henry Hill, Cochran-Hill’s estranged 


husband and Joi’s father, grew misty-eyed 
when he spoke of his wife of ii years and 
both girls. The couple had separated about 
a year ago. 

“If I would have been there, it couldn’t 
have happened,” he said. “The only thing 
I can do [now] is celebrate the life that she 
lived. That’s all I can do. 

“We were trying to find our way back to 
each other,” he added. 

He said he was supposed to take Joi shop- 
ping Tuesday for shoes at the mall in Chi- 
cago Ridge. He didn’t know what kind of 
shoes she’d pick out, but they would defi- 
nitely be “all girlie.” 

“Joi loved to shop,” Hill said. “She was a 
little lady”

“Now, we have a sys- 
tem to find out how much salt they’re putting 
down.” 

Streets and Sanitation Commissioner 
Thomas Byrne said long-range forecasts call 


for above-normal winter temperatures in the 
area, leading to “heavy and wet snow” in Chi- 
cago. 

There are 40 new snow plows in the city’s 
fleet this year, Byrne said. The new trucks, 
with automatic transmissions, replace older 
trucks with manual transmissions, allowing 
drivers to better concentrate on the road 
while driving in treacherous conditions, he 
said. 


As of 3 a.m. Wednesday, winter parking re- 
strictions take effect on Chicago streets the 
city has identified as critical arteries. Cars 
parked on these streets between 3 and 7 a.m.

WASHINGTON Allowing openly gay or 
lesbian troops serve in the military 
would have little lasting effect on the U.S. 
armed forces, according to a long-await- 
ed Pentagon review of the controversial 
“don’t aslc, don’t tell” policy 

Repealing the policy would have “some 
limited and isolated disruption to unit co- 
hesion and retention,” the yearlong study 
found, but the effects would not be long- 
lasting or widespread. 

“The general lesson we take from ... 
transformational experiences in history 
is that in matters of personnel change 
within the military predictions and sur- 
veys tend to overestimate negative con- 
sequences, and underestimate the U.S. 
military’s ability to adapt and incorporate 
within its ranks the diversity that is reflec- 


tive of American society at large,” the re- 
port concluded. 

President Obama used the release of the 
report to urge the lame-duck Senate to fol- 
low the lead of the House of Representa- 
tives and pass a repeal of the Clinton-era 
law before the end of the year. 

This report confirms that “by every 
measure— from unit cohesion to recruit- 
ment and retention to family readiness 
—we can transition to a new policy in a re- 
sponsible manner that ensures our military 


strength and national security” Obama 
said in a written statement. 

More than nine out of lo troops said 
their unit’s ability to work with someone 
they thought was gay or lesbian was very 
good, good, or neither good nor bad. 

One Special Forces operative— a part of 
the military with overall higher resistance 
to the change— said, “We have a gay guy 
{in the unit}. He’s big, he’s mean, and he 
kills lots of bad guys. No one cared that he 
was gay”

Many chunks of grass were ripped 
up from the Soldier Field playing 
surface Sunday during the Bears- 
Philadelphia game. And whatever 
was left was ripped up Monday 

On Tuesday the Chicago Park 
District started the process of 
resodding the field, which usu- 
ally takes a few days. The new grass 
should be ready for action shortly 
after it is laid, though the Bears 
won’t play at Soldier Field again 
until Dec. 12. After that, they have 
only one other regular-season home 
game, though there is a possibility 
of the Bears hosting playoff games. 

In the game Sunday, players 
had trouble with their footing 
at times. Bears receiver Johnny 
Knox got open on the Bears’ sec- 
ond touchdown in part because 
Eagles cornerback Joselio Hanson 
lost his footing. Eagles quarter- 
back Michael Vick told people 
during pregame warm-ups he was 
concerned about the soft field. 

Other natural-grass fields in 
northern climates also are show- 
ing signs of wear, especially Heinz 
Field in Pittsburgh. 

The grass in the end zones was 
not torn out. It is the Bears’ choice 
to have a natural grass playing 
surface at Soldier Field, despite 
strong sentiment in the locker 
room for an infill surface.

Will he or won’t he? 


Boozer practices but won’t 
commit to playing Wednesday 

With both Carlos Boozer and Taj Gibson practicing 
Tuesday, the Bulls were at full strength for the first time 
since Oct. i. 

Whether they will be Wednesday against the Magic 
remains to be seen. 

“I may or may not play [Wednesday],” Boozer said. 
“I feel close. If not "\X^dnesday, then I’m hoping this 
weekend for sure.” 

Speaking before Boozer, coach Tom Thibodeau 
offered an uncharacteristically strong prognosis for 
Boozer making his debut against the Magic. The Bulls 
travel to face the Celtics on Friday and play the Rockets 
at home Saturday 

“He looked good, said he didn’t have any problems,” 
Thibodeau said. “His conditioning is really good and he 
did a good job in practice. ... I can’t foresee any prob- 
lems at this point. As long as he’s comfortable, we’re 
ready to get started.” 


This is for certain: Whenever Boozer returns from 
the fractured fifth metacarpal on his right hand, his 
presence makes the Bulls a better team. Just think of 
the possibilities with Derrick Rose. 

Along those lines. Boozer ensured his return will 
keep the Bulls a harmonious team too. 

“It’s definitely [Rose’s] team,” Boozer said. “He’s 
proved that. He’s earned that. He worked his butt off 
You see how great of a season he’s had already” 

Indeed, Rose is playing at an AFVP level, leading the 
NBA in combined points/rebounds/assists average at 39. 

“He had a move in Sacramento where he came down 
the paint and crossed over T^o^eke Evans and we were 
like, 'Did you just see that?’ ” Boozer said of the bench 
reaction. “He makes a lot of moves like that. He’s some- 
thing special.” 

As for Gibson, he said the plantar fasciitis he battled 
in both feet last season has been “up and down” and 
that his current issues still stem from a ligament “snap- 
ping over the [ankle] bone and aggravating it like a little 
stress reaction” as he warmed up for the Nov 21 prac- 
tice in L.A.

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Oh, the 
drama 

Actress goes from playing Clooney’s 
sister to taking on ‘Virginia Woolf 

By Julia Borcherts 

Steppenwolf’s Amy Morton is no stranger to drama, having di- 
rected or acted in 35 productions with the company including 
a Tony Award-nominated turn as eldest daughter Barbara in 
fellow ensemble member Txacy Letts’ Pulitzer Prize-winning 
‘August: Osage County” Among other film roles, she also has 
portrayed George Clooney’s sister in “Up in the Air.” Now, 
she and Letts star in Edward Albee’s classic “Who’s Afraid 
of Virginia Woolf?” as a wildly dysfunctional pair whose tem- 
pestuous marriage explodes during late-night cocktails with 
another couple. We called Morton and were delighted to dis- 
cover that, despite onstage-onscreen drama, her real-life sense 
of humor remains intact. 

You co-starred in Letts* “August/* then directed him in 
“American Buffaio** and now co-star with him in “Woolf.** 

What makes you such a good theater team? 

We’re both very up for anything onstage. I always know I’m in 
safe hands when I’m up there with him and that I can throw 
anything at him and he’s ready to play ball. I think that this is the 
sixth or seventh time we’re playing husband and wife. 

Which of your 35 Steppenwolf shows have you learned the 
most from? 

I learned a lot during “August,” mainly because I’d never done a 
run that long; being on and off for three years, that was a big old 
learning curve. And every time I direct, I learn a lot. You’re kind 
of in charge of the whole shebang. I also think this one [“Woolf”] 
is teaching me a hell of a lot. 

Like what? 

How [expletive] hard it is. [Laughs.] It’s an intense play that Is- 
on the surface-realism, but it’s sort of really not, so that cre- 
ates its own challenges. It’s getting in touch with that kind of 
disappointment and anger. My husband [composer and theater 
sound designer Rob Milburn] has said, “Don’t you bring that s*** 
home!” [Laughs] 



couldn’t seem to quite get her and when I saw [your perfor- 
mance], I figured out how to do it. Would you be interested?” 
And I was like, “Are you kidding?” And he said, “Well, the role 
is George Clooney’s sister.” And I said, “Well, OK; if I must.” 
[Laughs.] 

What was it like on set? 

We’d do a take and Jason would say, “That was really great. I 
need about 25 percent of that.” I said, “Oh, my God, I’m playing 
to the back of the house, aren’t I?” And he said, “Yeah, your eyes 
are kind of bugging out of your head.” 

What is it about the Chicago theater scene that keeps you 
here? 

I’ve never seen better theater than I’ve seen in Chicago. It’s very 
rare that you would get rich or famous here, so the work might 
as well be brilliant.

Sheryl Lee said it best: “It’s hard to believe that 20 years have gone 
by” since “Twin Peaks” revealed who killed Lee’s character, Laura 
Palmer, in David Lynch’s weird, wonderful TV classic. 

The short-lived series has earned a cult following, but its use of a 
twisted mythology inspired many a heavily serialized shows (think 
“Lost,” “Deadwood” and “The X-Files”) since it went off the air in 
after 30 episodes. 

Lee returns to that bizarro world Wednesday when USA’s 
“Psych” pays hilarious homage to “Twin Peaks.” In “Dual Spires,” 
fake psychic and real detective Shawn (fames Roday) and his co- 
hort Gus (Dule Hill) investigate a murder in a strange town called 
Dual Spires. 

Filled with more “Twin Peaks” in-jokes than I’m sure I caught— 
although I did laugh at many— the clever episode was written by 
series star and producer Roday with co-executive producer Bill 
Callahan. Roday, a self-described “Peaks” nut, said it was four years 
in the making; he first pitched the idea in Season i. 

“I think there are ‘Twin Peaks’ fan boys out there who actually 
go to sleep and dream about what I got to do. It was remarkable,” 
he said dxxring a recent conference call. “It was the closest I’ll 
ever come to being in an episode of my favorite show, so it was 
ridiculous.” 

Roday said he fell in love with Lynch’s work after seeing “Blue 
Velvet” as a 13-year-old— late at night when his parents were out. 

So naturally, when “Peaks” debuted in 1990, he was watching and 
immediately was smitten with the ABC series and its dancing 
dwarf. Myna bird and pie-loving townsfolk, all of which Roday 
references in “Dual Spires.” 

In the episode, Shawn and Gus travel to Dual Spires as part of 
their desire to hit every cinnamon festival they can. Once there, 
they run into oddball townsfolk, including a blind photographer, a 
creepy Cinnamon King and, yes “Peaks” fans, even a Woman with 
W)od (played by the original Log Lady Catherine Coulson). 

Shawn and Gus also meet the owner of a diner (Dana Ashbrook, 
who played Bobby Briggs on “Peaks”) and his wife (Robyn Lively 
who played Lana). In a nod to the pie-loving FBI Agent Dale Coo- 
per in “Peaks,” Shawn and Gus down sHce after sHce at the diner. 

Sherilyn Fenn, who tied cherry stems with her tongue as 
Audrey Horne on “Peaks,” plays cherry-loving librarian Maudette 
Hornsby Lenny V)n Dohlen (who played Harold Smith) stars 
as Sheriff Andrew Jackson, whose name recalls “Peaks” Sheriff 
Harry Truman. Ray Wise reprises his “Psych” guest star role of 
Father Westley while still spoofing his “Peaks” character, Leland 
Palmer. 

But Lee, who first appeared in “Peaks” wrapped in plastic as 
murder victim Laura Palmer, offers the most obvious reference to 
the iconic series. She plays Dr. Donna Gooden, who unwraps the 
body of teen Paula Merral (an anagram of “Laura Palmer”). Filming 
the scene felt like an “out of body” experience, Lee said. 

“It was a very strange, surreal feeling,” she said in the same conference call. “There are a 
lot of things in the past 20 years I don’t remember, but that day 20 years ago, laying on that 
beach in the freezing cold, I remember as if it was yesterday 

“It touched me deeper than I expected it to. It sort of snuck up on me.” 

During the call, Roday told Lee she nailed the scene, adding that it was his favorite of 
the episode. “The juxtaposition of Laura Palmer looking at Laura Palmer, it was kind of 
mind-blowing.”
